Does Hoover Think America 
Has Forgotten the 29 Crash? 


» Remember the 1929 stock market crash 
and the 1933 bank crashes which wrecked 
the homes and destroyed the savings of mil- 
lions of small businessmen, storekeepers and 
professional people? 

That was the Herbert Hoover era—it 
ended in a gigantic plundering of America’s 
middle-classes. 

The Hoover era robbed the middle-class, it 
has been estimated, of about 20 billion dol- 
lars in foreclosed mortgages, ruined small 
businessmen, loss of savings and insurance 
policies, re-claimed installment goods like 
autos, radios, etc. 

Now this Mr. Hoover whom the American 
people spurned out of office for his political 
crimes, has the gall to proclaim himself the 
new savior of America’s middle-classes whom 
he dubs the “real forgotten.man.” 


Hoover was the man who sat quietly by 
while the Tea Pot Dome scandal was reeking 
right under his nose in the notorious Harding 
cabinet. 


Hoover is the man who refused the mid- 
dle-classes necessary Federal support in their 
difficulties, while he poured millions into the 
Reconstruction. Finance Corporation, the nest 
egg of the big Wall Street banks and insur- 
ance companies which squeezed America’s 
middle-classes to the wall in the 1929 days. 

Behind Hoover is the small, clique of the 
most reactionary trusts which get fat through 
exploiting the working class, and plundering 
the middle-classes through high finance 
swindles, extortionate railroad rates, and 
their monopoly of the country’s credit. 

Hoover is now a member of the Board of 
Directors of the N. Y. Life Insurance Com- 
pany, a typical giant corporation which preys 
on America’s middle-classes by its various 
financial controls and investments. It is such 
giant insurance companies, for example, 
which are bleeding the American farmer 
through the mortgage markets where the 
American farmer gets fleeced. 

What has Mr. Hoover done for the middle- 
classes on the Board of Directors of the N. 
Y. Life where he sits with Wall Street money 
lords? 

It is very true that the middle-classes 
need a program to help defend their savings, 
their homes, their professional standards and 
their future. But these interests are men- 
aced by the big capital aggressions which are 
remorselessly swallowing the independent“ 
merchant and professional man. 

The Hoover appeal to trick the middle- 
classes into a hostility against the working 
class and against social reform is a typical 
trick of all pro-fascist propagandists. — 

The experience of the French Peoplé's 
Front points the lesson that only in alliance 
with the working people can America’s mid- 
dle-classes find a dependable ally in its fight 
to save itself from the depredations of the 
Morgans and Rockefellers, the pirates of 
high finance.

Economic Trends Today, Monopoly 
Sabotage, and Tasks of Our Party 


A Report to the Political Bureau of the Commu nist Party on the Present Economic Situation 


By Alex Bittelman 


L—THE STOCK EXCHANGE AND THE STATE OF BUSINESS 

We should begin by briefly analyzing and rejecting two 
current ideas about the present economic situation: One is 
that the price decline on the stock market has nothing oF 
Tittlé to Go with préserit conditions and perspectives of industry, 
of consumption and trade; that the decline is the result merely 
or largely of the so-called inner workings of the stock exchange 
and of the money market. 

I think it is clear that we can reject such a conceptiori with- 
out much Analysis. In doing so we should be fully conscious 
of the fact that the stock exchange and money market does 
have its own mechanics and laws, and that a clumsy handling 
or purposeful interference with these mechanics and laws will 
create an inordinate decline of values or rise of values which 
are not justified by conditions of industry itself, and that such 
declines and rises on the stock market will affect the economic 
situation. 


. 

Now, the question is; is the present fall of stock values 
merely or largely the result of such clumsy handling of or in- 
terference with its inner mechanics, whether by the Security 
Exchange Commission or by its Wan Street opponents? 

To this question we must answer no. The SEC. regula - 
tions undertaken in the face of bitter hostility by finance capi- 
tal and by speculators no doubt played an important part in 
the stock decline. It is probably true, as charged by Congress- 
man Sabbath, of Illinois, that-bankers and brokers have issued 
the word “sell,” partly out of panic but mainly to compel the 
government to abandon certain forms of exchange controls. 
And it may not be a bad idea to insist that a Congressional 
investigation be made of these charges. 

What is certain, however, is that the big fellows, the mo- 
nopolists, have completely failed to come forward With what 
is Known as “traditional support of a weakening market. Or- 
dinarily, when they have no political reasons to refrain from 
doing it, tfey do rush to the support of a weakening market 
which they are not doing now. The reason for this lies: 
a) in the conditions and trends in industry; and d) in the 
political situation in the country. 

* 

The second idea which we should reject is that the de- 
cline on the stock exchange refiects the entry of business into 
a new cyclical depression, that business already entered a 
crisis phase. Tus is premature and exaggerated. American 
capitalist economy has not yet entered the phase of a new 
cyclical crisis; or more correctly, it need not necessarily enter 
the crisis phase at this time because by all signs it has not 
yet fully exploited all possibilitfes preserit for the continuation 
of the recovery trends. I will refer to several indications that 
this is so: 


a) Substantial increases in farm income this year which 


means still existing considerable purchasing power among 
the farmers. 

b) Increased wage incomes secured especially by C.. O. 
drives and struggles and also through the A. F. of L. 

ce) Foreign trade holds up on recent levels although there 
is no wide expansion. 

d) Prices of commodities also hold up. There is no gen- 
eral fall of commodity prices as would be the case in a serious 
decline opening up an economic crisis. 

e) Inventories, according to statistics, are accumulating 
but have not yet reached by general agreement the propor- 
tions that usually accompany the beginning of a depression 
er economic crisis. 

All these possibilities still present for the continuation of 
the recovery trends are evidently not enough to lead to a big 
expansion (what would be called a boom), but is sufficient to 
hold up recovery trends for a while yet; of course, always ad- 
ding this point—if an economic crisis breaks out in some big 
European country like England, for instance, this would hasten 
the outbreak of the crisis in the United States. 

. 


To see even more clearly that the possibility 18 still present 
in the country for the continuation of the recovery trends, 
one could cite also the following examples. Suppose the people 
succeeded in forcing the passage of a good wages’ and hours’ 
bill. That would undoubtedly hasten more employment, more 
income and hence more purchasing power in the home market. 
The continuation of the trade union struggles for raising wages, 
cutting of hours and reducing speed-up in all industries, would 
tend in the same direction. 

Or the passage of a good bill for refinancing of farm and 
mall homeowners’ mortgages; or legislation to stabilize farm 
prices along the lines of cost of production; or amendments 
broadening out the Social Security Law along the lines of our 
proposals; and also if the government could be forced to adopt 
really effective means to stop the hostile interference of the 
big monopolies with the 8.E.C. controls and to break the 


evident sabotage of the course of new investments by the mo- 


nopolies; if such legislation and effective struggles of the masses 
would in the coming months be carried through even with 
moderate success this would surely tend to hold up and 
strengthen for a while yet the continuation of the recovery 
trends, uneven as they have been right along. 

Hence we must say this: the new cyclical crisis has not 
arrived yet, but the present decline in stock prices may well 
prove tie starting point of a new crisis if the purchasing power

I have not dealt with the theories of the open reactionaries 
nor their way of explaining the business difficulties. ‘Their 
theories need no new analysis at this time. What has to be 
emphasized is that in our current agitation’ we should be con- 


scious of the fact that the theories of reaction do Have certain 
effects and we have to, in our agitation, muster all the facts 
and arguments to combat them. 

You know what the current argument of reaction is as 
to why recovery does not proceed as fast as it should. Wen, 
there are the higher wages; there are the unions and strike 
struggles; there is relief and an unbalanced budget; excess of 
taxation; SEC. interference with Wall Street and, of course, 
the entire New Deal. 

We have to realize that this kind of agitation does have 
an effect not only among the middle classes, but I assume 
among certain backward sections of the working class. In our 
daily agitation we must continue to assemble facts, new facts, 
and bring them forward to disprove and discredit these theories 
of the reactionaries. And also because of the rising cost of 
living, the demagogy of the reactionaries tends to have a 
greater effect than it might otherwise have, 


IL—CONDITION AND TRENDS IN INDUSTRY 


Proceeding from this, we should briefly engage in a dis- 
cussion of the basic trends in industry as they exist. We can 
say quite confidently that this is the condition: there is a level- 
ing off of the recovery process in business as a whole, and strong 
tendencies of recession in some branches of industry, notably 
in steel, and this is taking place in the framework of a matur- 
ing economic crisis, 


* 

What are the reasons, basic and immediate, for this level- 
ing off of the recovery process and recession in various -indus- 
tries? We should list them as follows: 

a) Nearly ten million unemployed still in the country; 

b) Speed-up and a tremendous increased intensification 
of, Mor developed especially during the crisis years and much 
further since, which does two things: it militates against a 
faster rate of re-employment and produces new unemployment 
as the railroad industry and the utilities testify very graphic- 
ally; 100,000 workers have been laid off recently on the rail- 
roads and systematic layoffs are taking place in the utilities. 
It is important at this time to be conscious once more of the 
old fact that the Manufacturers’ Association and the Chambers 
of Commerce have repeatedly insisted that industry cannot 
absorb any more workers. | 

c) Here we come to a basic fundamental cause of the 
special characteristic features of recovery in the United States 
and of its present zig-zags. It is the old thing we spoke about 
so often, the excess capacity of production in the United States. 
This is the chief reason for the zig-zagging characteristics of 
the recovery trend in the United States. One of the strongest 
forces that bring capitalist economy qut of a depression stage 
and into a recovery stage leading it up to booms, is the recovery 
of the industries producing the means of production. But this 
has not taken place in the present recovery. The bulk of. new 
investments have gone into the replacing of old, outwork ma- 
chinery, but very little has gone into expansion. 

d) The growth of mass purchasing power has not kept 
pace with production. 

e) The cost of living rises faster than workers’ income. 

f) New unfavorable trends in the relation between farm 
prices and industria] monopoly prices; and this year’s prospect 
of very good crops in cotton and grains has a good deal to do 
with that. 

g) Certain deflationary measures of the government, such 
as curtailing of relief, cutting public works’ expenditures, etc. 


These are factors operating mainly within the country it- 
self. 


* : 

What about the international factors affecting the situa- 
tion? On these we are able to say the following: Foreign 
trade is not expanding commensurate with the growth of pro- 
duction. (We noted that in our last plenum discussions.) There 
are the wars in Spain and China, militating against the de- 
velopment of foreign trade; there is the threat of a world war: 
England still keeps closed the British Empire markets to Amer- 
ican goods; the penetration of Germany into Japan and South 
America; no perspective in the forseeable future in the Chinese 
market which plays such a large part in any kind of prospect 
of the American bourgeoisie for expansion of industry and 
business; the sharp drive by Germany into Central and East- 
ern European markets. 

On the war danger and its effect on industry, I think we 
should be conscious of two factors. Though the world war 
danger and the consequent rearmament abroad helped to 
strengthen recovery trends in the United States, yet on the 
whole, this threat of a new world war has had & paralyzing 
effect on broader expansion. And in general, on the interna- 
tional front, the break-up and disorganization of world trade 
is the feature of the general crisis of capitalism, aggravated by 
fascist war of aggression. In the face of this basic fact, Sec- 
retary Hull's program of reciprocal trade treaties could hardly 
make greater headway than the modest one it actually made. 


* 

A very important contributing factor to the decline in the 
stock market, and the une ven recession in various branches of 
industry is this: that big capital, the reactionary monopolists, 
may be considered as being on a sort of political strike. 

They have refused to expand, to make new investments, 
they sabotage recovery, thereby threatening the nation's econ- 
omy, they militate against the government's program for con- 
trol of the stock market and in many other ways are striking 
against the well-being and security of the people. 


Big capital says it lacks confidence in the government, 
which politically means only one thing: it wants to break the 


New Deal government. It says it fears new drives by labor for 
higher wages which means it wants to stem the organization 
of unions and prevent improvement of labor conditions. 

To bring the attitude of big capital up to the very latest 
developments we ‘must say that, faced with the prospect of
